Sır, -<The contempt with which you 
treated the letter I fent you this morning, 
and the unmeaning words, © Prote? and be 
damn'd,’ being fo unlike the language of 

repre(entative of his Britannic Majefty, 
has induced me again tocall your attention 
from the hurry of bufinefs* for a moment, 
to inform yap that the laws of the United 
States of America are not now to be made 
(as you fuppofe) but are already and well 
made,’ and the executors of them put them. 
The {ubjects of the 


well in Great Britain as the fubjects of any 
other nation, and thofe of G. Britain meet 
with as much juttice and politenefs in A- 
merica as they do in any other part of the 
globe. Itis needlefs to fay, that we are 
now neither in G. Britain or America, but 
in time we may chance to be in both, where 
I for my part will lay before a difcerning 
public the civility I have received from 
the reprefentative of his Britannic.
